White House cuts fleet 


Washington (AP) - The White House announced 


Thursday that 15'airplanes are being cut from the 
presidential fleet, a move expected to save $6.0 
million annually. 


The reduction leaves 44 aircraft, including 13 


helicopters, in the Air Force's special unit at An- 
drews Air Force Basf in Maryland, a few miles from 
the capital. 


White House Press Secretary Jody Powell, an- 


nouncing the decision, said that President Carter and 
his wife Rosalynn would continue to travel on Air 
Force planes because travel on commercial flights 
was impractical. 


Complaint not swept away 


Columbus, Ohio (AP) — The Ohio Divil Rights

Britain backs rights quest 


London (UPI) — Britain threw its full support 


Thursday behind President Carter's defense of 
human rights in the Soviet Union and elsewhere and 
said the Kremlin must recognize the issue is a major 
~1>art of western foreign policy. 


"We in Britain will take our stand on human 


rights in every corner of the globe," Foreign 
Secretary David Owen said in his first major speech 
since taking over as Britain's foreign policy chief. 


Calling Carter's stand "crucially important," 


Owen said, "Communist countries must recognize 
that concern for human rights is not a diversionary 
tactic but an integral part of foreign policy of the 
Western democracies." 


White House wins test 


Washington (AP) — The White House decision to 


build no more nuclear-powered aircraft carriers but 
develop smaller carriers instead won a decisive test 
Thursday in the House. 


The House voted 252 to 161 to go along with the 


decision by former President Gerald R. Ford and 
later by President Carter not to build a fifth nuclear 
carrier but instead begin developing the smaller 
ship. 


Mexico riot breaks 


Oaxaca, Mexico (UPI) — Army troops sur- 


rounded Benito Juarez University Thursday to en- 
force a calm in rioting that erupted when police tried 
to halt a demonstration against Gov. Manuel Zarate 
Aquino.

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Only 1 in 4 can afford house 


New York (UPI) — Only one in four 


American families can afford to buy an 
average bouse at today's costs and the price 
tag for "a typical borne" could be a cool 178,- 
000 four years from now, a team of urban af- 
fairs experts reported Thursday. 


"The cost squeeze on middle income 


families is replacing the slum as the major 
problem in housing in this country," said Ber- 
nard J. Friedman, co-author of a "Think 
Tank" report funded in part by the U.S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment. 


"Hornebuilding has gone from a mass 


market to a luxury market in 10 years," 
Frieden said. 


At a news conference, directors of the 


Joint Center for Urban Studies of the 


Massachusetts Institute of Technology and 
Harvard University detailed the plight of low 
and middle income families looking for a 
house 


"the U.S. has seriously fallen behind in 


meeting the bousing needs of the American 
people," said Dr. Arthur P. Solomon, direc- 
tor of the center which is recognized as one of 
the country's leading research organizations 
in the housing field. 


Despite a near-record 1.16 million new 


housing starts in 1976, Solomon said, the 
number is still 20% below the need. 


While in 1970 almost half the families 


could afford to buy a median-priced new 
home, he said, "only 25% could afford the 
same standard home as of 1975 " 


"If the trends from 1971 to 1976 continue 


for another five years," said the report, 
"typical new homes in 1981 would sell for 
$78,000 and only the most affluent groups 
would be able to afford them." 


The new Joint Center report updated a 


1973 special task force review of HUD 
programs which revealed that 13 million 
American homes were either physically un- 
sound, overcrowded, or excessively expen- 
sive. 


And things are worse today, the 


specialists say. 


Sales prices of new single-family 


dwellings have climbed twice as fast as fami- 
ly incomes over the past six years. 


"As the costs of rent and home ownership 


continue to accelerate, the plight of the urban 


poor will worsen," Solomon said. "A strong 
national housing policy, with a constructive 
partnership between the public and private 
sectors, is clearly needed to alleviate 
America's present and future bousing 
problems. 


The price tags of new houses almost 


doubled between 1970 and 1176, with the me- 
dian average jumping from 123,400 to $44,200. 
At the same time, the average existing house 
was going for *38,100 by 1976, with only 10% of 
them listed under $20,000. 


The researchers say that only families 


with incomes of 420,000 or more — the top 
25rc — can afford the typical house today 
just six years ago almost half could afford the 
average home. 


One in 25 Lincoln homes unfit to live in

In Lincoln there are 2,802 homes in such 


shabby condition that they are not fit for 
human occupancy, according to a just- 
completed housing survey. 


Nonetheless, people are living in 2,372 of 


the homes, according to the survey done for 
the City Urban Development Department by 
the University of Nebraska-Lincoln. 


The "homes" include apartments, 


•duplexes, single-family houses and 
townhouses, according to Jim Caruso of the 
Urban Development Department. 


In rough terms, the figures mean that one 


of every 25 homes in Lincoln is unfit for 
human occupancy, according to the survey, 


which pegged the total number of dwellings 
in the city 


As might be predicted, most of the so- 


called "substandard" homes are found in 
older neighborhoods, according to Caruso. 


Of the older established neighborhoods, 


the Malone area had the highest percentage 
(177e) of substandard homes, the survey 
found. 


A dwelling would be considered substan- 


dard, or unfit for human occupancy, if walls 
and floors were sagging and there were holes. 
open cracks and rotted, loose or missing 
material over a considerable area of the 
floors, walls, ceiling or roof, Caruso said. 


Homes in this category would probably 


be condemned if inspected by the city, Caruso 
said. 


Another category, labeled "deficient 
vey was 3,810 homes, Caruso said. Inter- 


housing," totals 7,337 homes, according to the 
survey. 


In this category, Caruso said, would be 


placed homes in which there was only a small 
area of the floors, walls, ceiling or roof with 
holes, open cracks or rotted, loose material. 


A distinction between the two categories, 


Caruso said, is that it would not be 
economically feasible to rehabilitate the sub- 
standard homes, but it would be for homes in 
the deficient category. 


Statistics compiled by the survey, which 


was conducted in the manner of an opinion 
poll, will be used by the federal government 
to determine how much bousing assistance 
money the city deserves, Caruso said. 


The size of the sample used for the sur- 


viewers spent about 40 minutes in each 
household in the survey, he said. The survey 
has an error range of plus or minus 5%. 


Questionnaires filled out during the sur- 


vey will provide information to be used for a 
variety of purposes.- 


For example, Caruso said, the survey 


results will reveal families that use day-care 
services, or those in which an adult would 
work if be or she could find suitable day-care 
services. 


Another part of the survey will reveal 


how many households in the city are occupied 
by at least one handicapped person. 


Breakdowns on that kind of information 


will be forthcoming in the next few weeks as 
computer work is finished

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Workers slowly chip 
in mine rescue effort 


Tower City, Pa. (AP) - Workers using hand 


tools chipped gingerly at a SfrtooMttci coal 
seam Thursday to rescue a miner trapped akmc 
in a tiny chamber deep underground lor more 
than two days. 


There was no word on seven men still missing 


in the mine. Two bodies had been recovered. 


While, the men worked, Ronald Adley, who at- 


tracted rescuers by rapping on the walls of his 
small "prison nearly a mile back from the 
mine's entrance, waited with a supply of 
chewing tobacco and food pushed to him 
through tiny shaft bored through the coal and 
rock. 


"Give me a chew," Adley had asked when 


rescuers finally made contact late Wednesday 
through the six-inch communications bole. He 
also asked for a shot of whisky, but was sent 
orange juice instead. 


Adjey's tapping was heard by rescue worker: 


at 4 50 p.m. Wednesday, nearly 32 hours after a 
mass of water crashed through the roof of a 
shaft where the men were working in the 
Kocher Coal Co. mine. 


Several men escaped ahead of the surging 


water, and three.were injured. But 10 men were 
not accounted for. Later Tuesday, one body was 
found, and a second was recovered Wednesday. 


Asked about rumors that other noises had 


been heard inside the mine, federal mining of- 
ficial John Shutack replied: "We've heard 
some reports but we haven't confirmed them. 
Outside of Adley moving and outside of our own 
people, we haven't been able to pick up any 
other sounds." 


Adley told his rescuers that he was alone, 


Walter Vicinelly, the state's top mining official, 
said. He added that, at most, the seven missing 
miners could not be more than 50 feet away in a 
tunnel adjacent to Adley's rocky cubicle. 


Voice contact with Adley was made at 7:45 


p.m. Officials said there was plenty of air in the 
mine pocket where Adley was trapped. They 
said the temperature was between 45 and SO 
degrees.

"Adley is talking to us," Vicinelly said at a 


told a news briefing. 


Shutack said rener* were perforating the 


coal f ace with a terki of small hoKt, dm cat- 
ting out the coal between the kokp with BM* 
tools rather than machinery to tamo the 
danger of a cave-in. 


After the first seven hours of work, they had 


cut a four-foot diameter bole four feet into the 
face of the coal. 


Later, rescuers said they were moving 


through the coal at about two feet per hour. 


The mine is in Pennsylvania's major 


anthracite, or hard coal, region, about 40 miles 
northeast of Harrisburg. 


A state mining inspector said Thursday that 


the area being rained was dangerous because of 
water trapped in abandoned mine shafts, but he 
said that compared to other mines in the state 
it was relatively safe. 


Adley's sister, Carol Kriser, stood watch 


behind a rope, staring at the mouth of the mine. 
"We've been here all night and we're going to 
stay until he comes out," she said. 


His wife and two children waited at home. 
State mining inspector Clarence E. Miller 


last visited the mine Jan. 18. In an interview 
Thursday, he said the area was dangerous 
because of uncharted, abandoned mines where 
water could be trapped. But he said this was 
common, adding that it was impossible to stop 
mining in uncharted areas. 


"You would have to just shut anthracite down 


and forget about mining altogether," he said. 


"We knew there was impounded water there. 


It's something we encounter almost every day 
in areas where there was previous mining. All 
you can do is set up a drilling program," Miller 
said 


He said be had ordered the nine foreman to 


keep drilling test holes at least 20 feet in ad- 
vance of working areas until all abandoned 
mine workings were located and drained. 


Since the inside of the mine is higher than the 


entrance, the water that comes through the 
drilled holes usually flows out by itself, he said. 


"This was the safest of any mine," said the

Carter economic boost 
passes first vote test 


Washington (AP) — Presi- 


dent Carter's program for 
economic stimulation passed 
preliminary tests in the Senate 
and House on Thursday. 
.tost the Senate, by voice 


vote, and then the House, on a 
226-173 roll call, agreed to 
amend the budget for the 
current year to allow (17.5 
billion worth of emergency 
spending and tax cuts. Later 
action will be required to ap- 
prove the specific tax cuts and 
spending programs. 


Republicans in both .bouses 


made clear that their vote for 
the budget amendmentdid not 
commit them to support 
Carter's tax-cut plan, but 
showed only that they see the 
need for some economic 
stimulus. 


Many Republicans favor a 


permanent tax cut rather than 
thfc one-shot fSO-per-person 
rebate proposed by Carter. 


The budget amendment 


accepted by both houses will 
raise federal spending in the 
current fiscal year, which ends 
on'Sept 90, to 9417.5 billion. 
That will mean a deficit of 
169.8 billion. 


The House delayed until next 


Taesday consideration of 
Carter's modified Ilia-billion 
plan of tax cats, including 
rebates for 200 million 
Americans and i small perma- 
nent tax reduction for 4$ 
million couples and in- 
dividuals.

Republicans contend the

But Democrats favor the 
rebate because it is a one-shot 
provision that would not con- 
tinue to drain the treasury of 
money needed to finance such 
social programs as national 
health insurance. 


Democrats say their 


stimulus plan would create one 
million jobs and cut unemploy- 
ment this year from the 
current 7.3-per-cent level to 
about 7 per cent That would 
mean a grofrth in the economy 
of about 6 per cent, with no un- 
usual-increases in inflation, 
economists say. 


GOP strategists concede 


their program would require 
longer to take effect but say 
the jobs it would create would 
be more lasting than those that 
arise from toe Democratic 
plan.

economic stimulation is taking

new congressional 


procedures aimed at giving the 
lawmakers greater control 
over federal spending. 


The new law requires that 


Congress amend toe budget 


adopted last September before 
' it can approve any decreases

Reorganization 
approval given

Thursday the mother of trapped miner Ronald Adley watched as 
rescuers worked. 
Ordeal of miners' wives 
stirs widow's memories 


Louisville, Ky. (AP) - Kathy Hackworth 


knows the anguish suffered by the wives of 
eight men trapped in a Pennsylvania coal mine. 


"I cried all day yesterday for those 


people," she said Thursday. "I know how they 
feel. I know exactly now they feel." 


Mrs. 
Hackworth, 27, endured a similar 


ordeal a year ago this month. Her husband was 
one of 26 men who died last March in one of 
Kentucky's worst coal mining disasters. 


"I know how they feel. When I heard about 


them, it brought the whole thing back to me, 
and I started crying," she said, weeping. 


"It's a feeling of hope. You grasp onto the 


least little hope there is, knowing you don't 
want to give up. But you know. I knew. I knew 
that those men couldn't possible have been in 
that mine that long. I knew Johnny wasn't 
alive." 


Mrs. Hackworth's vigil wasn't long. She 


was told the next day the fate of her husband 
but she had to wait eight months before his body 
was recovered from the mine. 


In Pennsylvania two men were killed and 


eight others were trapped Tuesday when water 
rushed through a tunnel of the Kocher Coal Co. 
in Tower City. Voice contact has been made 


with one of the eight trapped men. But the fate 
of the other seven was unknown Thursday. 


Mrs. Hackworth's husband, John, and 11 


other men went in to clear and inspect Scotia 
Coal Co.'s No. 1 mine at Oven Fork last March 
11, two days after an explosion in the shaft had 
killed 15 men. Just before midnight on March 
11, a second methane gas explosion rocked the 
shaft. Two men escaped, but Hackworth and the 
10 others died. 


The couple's son, John Jr., was 5 months 


old when his father died, and since her 
husband's death, Mrs. Hackworth has become 
an outspoken critic of the coal industry. 


"Something's really got to be done about 


mine safety, but Lord, this is worse than war," 
she said. "I would rather my husband go off to 
war than back in coal mine, if I ever remarry. I 
just know what these people are going through, 
and my heart goes out to them. 


"I still have my days, but I am trying to get 


the pieces back together," she said. "But as the 
headlines start back, and time goes near to that 
day, and then when that last thing happened up 
there, it was just like it was happening all over 
again." 
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The measure would permit the President to create, con-

allies, there appears to be overwhelming support in the Rouse for 
legislation similar to that passed by the Senate Thursday. Those 
who have been following the bill closely said that it was likely 
that the reorganization authority would become law before 
Easter. 


Between 1M9 and 1973, every president was granted the 


authority Carter asked for. After the Watergate scandal broke, 
however, Congress, wary of potential abuses of power by the 
executive branch, refused to renew President Nixon's 
reorganization authority. President Ford never asked that it be 
reinstated. 


The Senate added a few' limitations to the sweeping power 


that Carter sought. The bill would give the President the authori- 
'ty to reorganize the bureaucracy for three years, instead of the 
four years he asked for. It would require each proposal to deal 
with only one "logically consistent subject matter" to prevent 
submissions that covered a wide range of government activities. 
And it denied the preisdent the authority to make changes in 
regulatory agencies. . 


At Carter's request, the Senate did not include the restriction 


that applied to previous Presidents that they submit no more than 
one reorganization plan every 30 days. But Bert Lance, director 
of the Office of Management and Budget, gave the Senate formal 
assurance that the administration would not swamp Congress 
with more proposals than it could reasonably handle at one time. 


The bill would give the President the right to amend his plans 


within 30 days of the time they were sent to Congress. It also in- 
cluded procedures that would guarantee a vote on any 
reorganization proposal on which there was significant opposi- 
tion. 


The purpose of the latter provision was to make sure that no * 


agencies were restructured simply because the presidential 
proposal was bottled up in a congressional committee or 
filibustered into effect. 


The measure would not give the president the authority to 


create new Cabinet departments or abolish existing ones. Such 
actions would have to go through the ordinary legislative process.

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Sugar price hike path cleared 


Washington (UPI) - In an action that 


could lead to higher sugar prices, the 
International Trade Commission agreed 
Thursday that the domestic sugar industry 
is being jeopardized by rising imports. 


The 5-1 commission vote cleared the 


way for possible administration action to 
boost sugar prices. The commission post- 
poned until next Thursday a vote on what 
type of remedy it will recommend to 
President Carter to aid domestic sugar 
growers. 


Administration officials have .been 


awaiting the recommendations before 
making any final decisions on controver- 
sial proposals to raise sugar prices. 
Farmers have complained that current 
raw sugar prices — slightly under 11 cents 
a pound — are below production costs. 


Agriculture Secretary Bob Bergland 


said after the ruling he was' 'glad the com* 
Personalities- 


mission agrees with our inilyils" that the 
sugar industry need* help. He said the 
steps the commission plans to propose at 
its March 10 meeting "will be reviewed 
and possibly included" in recommen- 
dations he hope* to get to Carter by March 
17. 


A group of five sugar refiners, in a 


statement following the decision, called on 
th commission to reverse itself. The 
refiners said that instead of tampering 
with the sugar market by reducing im- 
ports or raising tariffs, the administration 
should consider subsidies to sugar growers 
to help offset their production costs. 


Such subsidies would cost "substantially 


lea" that the amount consumers would 
pay if sugar market prices were forced up 
by quota or tariff action, the refiners said. 


The trade group's vote — with Commis- 


sion Chairman Daniel Mincbew the only 
dissenter — followed a study requested by 


President Ford last fall. Commission ~ 
aides found that although Imports current- 
ly are below 1974 levels, there was an in- 
crease from the unusually-low 3.8 million;

The nation's slow transition from 


bitter winter into spring doesn't mean 
we're finished with bad weather. 
Nature's most potent annual show — tor- 
nado season — is just beginning for the 
Midwest and Plains states. 


Although the traditional tornado 


months are April, May ;and June,' 
National Weather Service figures show 
that the month of March last year 
produced 180 tornadoes — four times the 
normal number for the month and well 
above the previous March high of 124, set 
in 1961. 


But at least one weather expert thinks 


the severe winter might mean fewer 
storms this summer and — since.tor- 
nadoes cannot form without storm 
clouds — fewer tornadoes. 


In what he called a "guess based on 


climatology," Weather Service 
meteorologist Marvin Miller in 
Cleveland said we may be in for a hotter 
summer this year—and that could mean 
fewer tornadoes. 


While emphasizing that this is only a 


guess, Miller said temperatures this 
summer may be warmer than usual 
because this past winter has been colder 
than usual. He said temperatures for an 


entire calendar year tend to average out 
to about the same as previous years. 
Therefore, in order to compensate for 
the extra-cold winter weather, summer 
would be extra-warm. 


Why is this important? Because 


warmer weather means more sunshine. 
More sunshine means fewer storms. 
Fewer storms mean fewer tornadoes. 


"I feel quite strongly that the 


climatological end of this will be made 
up to a large extent during the summer 
and fall... and if these are warmer, 
there would be more sunshine, which 
would mean fewer storms," Miller said. 


The Weather Service recorded 832 tor- 


nadoes last year — the eighth largest 
number since it began keeping such 
records in 1916. However, the 44 tornado- 
related deaths in 1976 were the lowest 
since 1916. The tornado death rate had 
been declining since the 1940s, and 
weathermen attribute the drop to im- 
proved forecasting and warning 
systems. 


This early part of tornado season 


produces the most devastating storms, 
according to Allen Pearson, director of 
the National Severe Storms Forecast 
Center in Kansas City. 


"The storms we call 'maxttornadoes' 


tend to occur in the early spring," Pear- 
son said. These tornadoes may be 
several hundred or even several thou- 
sand feet wide and travel a mile or more 
on the ground, compared with the "mini- 
tornadoes" of late summer, with 
diameters of a few hundred feet or less 
and short duration. 


Since modern tornado reporting 


methods were begun in the 1950s, the 
number of tornadoes recorded each year 
has been rising, Pearson said. "This 
probably doesn't mean we are having 
more tornadoes," he said, "We're just 
getting better at identifying them." 


Despite improvements in weather 


satellites and radar, Pearson said the 
weather service still depends on tornado 
spotters as the most reliable way of war- 
ning about the storms. 


While April, May and June are the 


traditional tornado months for the 
Midwest and Great Plains, the tornado 
season is drawing to a close further 
south. In Southern areas, such as the 
Florida Panhandle and the Gulf states, 
the normal tornado season is January 
through March. So far, no major 
devastations have been reported this 
year.

Lady Churchill, financially squeezed between mushrooming 


inflation and falling investment income, is putting five treasured 
paintings on the auction block. 


Two were painted by her late husband. Another is a portrait 


of Lady Churchill and her daughter, Sarah. The other two are of 
swans at Chartwcll, the cherished Churchill home in Kent, 
southeast 'of London. 


Sources at Christie's, the art auction house where the. pain- 


tings were to be sold Friday, said the five together could bring 
Lady Churchill up to $34,000. Sir Winston's two landscapes could 
sell for $11,900 each, they said. 


Lady Churchill has sold heirlooms before to make ends meet 


— silver and antique furniture. But the sale of her beloved paint- 
ings, which have hung in her home for 30 and 40 years, shocked 
the nation into an awareness of her plight. 


• "Like every other elderly person," said her grandson. 


Member of Parliament Winston Churchill, "my grandmother is 
facing living expenses which have more than doubled with an in- 
come which has decreased. 


"I am sure my grandfather felt he was leaving her in comfor- 


table circumstnaces. 


"But no one could foresee the rate of inflation and taxation 


and the decline in the purchasing power of money," young 
Churchill said. 


Sir Winston, Britain's wartime prime minister, made large 


sums from his books of history and biography. But he lived expen- 
sively and drew big advances against royalties from his books. 


At his death in 1964 he left $638,000. Nearly half went in taxes. 


Lady Churchill got a third of the remainder. 


"Her rent has more than doubled," young Churchill said. 


"And on top of that she now has to pay for nursing. The combina- 
tion of these things has put her in an awkward position."

jdent Col. C. P. Karthauser is to be com* 
mended for applying the tame standard 
(of discipline to a high-ranking officer as 
was applied in the case of drug in- 
(vestigator Carol Franssen. 
; 
The net effect of the controversy in 


some respects still leaves the patrol 
weakened, however. 
- Franssen was given four months 
probation as a matter of internal dis- 
cipline for a speeding violation. During 
an administrative hearing on his penalty, 
it was revealed that Franssen's boss, 
criminal division chief Capt. Lynn- 
Parks, had also been stopped for 
speeding in the past but had never 
received any disciplinary action. 


Karthauser ruled this week that 


Parks will receive three months of ad- 
ministrative probation for his speeding 
violations. 


Probation means an officer is sub- 


ject to dismissal for another serious in- 
fraction of patrol policy, An officer also 
cannot receive a raise or a promotion 
while on probation. 


If fairness is a consideration, 


Karthauser really had no choice but to 
put Parks on probation if his violations 
were simlar to Franssen's violation. The 
superintendent is to be commended 
nevertheless for putting the entire patrol' 
on notice that regardless of rank, of- 
ficers are subject to internal discipline if 
they violate the law. 


If Karthauser's action this week had 


a healthy effect, the patrol's drug law en- 
forcement efforts still sustained a loss 
with the resignation of Franssen, who 
quit his post as a result of a career- 
stopping, politically-motivated probation 
given him by Parks. 
• ' It is too bad the patrol lost the ser- 
vices of Franssen, a dedicated, compe- 
tent law enforcement officer. He will'not 
easily be replaced. The disciplinary ac-, 
tion in his case probably was deserved, 
but the motivation behind it is suspect. 


There will be increased respect for 


the patrol because of Karthauser's ac- 
tion in the Parks case. That respect will 
be sustained in the absence of further 
shabby treatment, his probation aside, of 
good officers such as Franssen. 


Council deadline nears 


Less than two weeks remain for 


filing for city elections this spring. The 
City Council field consists of five official 
candidates and two incumbents who 
have declared for re-election but have 
not as yet put their names on the line at 
the election commissioners office. 


It is a small field thus far. Filed are 


Dorothy Walker, Leo Scherer, Paul 
Beezley, F. Shiloh Moles and William 
Smith. Incumbents Sue Bailey and John 
Robinson intend to seek another term but 
have not officially filed for re-election. 


The third incumbent council 


member, Max Denney, the chairman of 
the council, has said he will not run 
again. Privately, speculation goes, he 
has considered changing his mind to file 
again for another council term but at this 
point he is said to be decided against the 
council, concentrating instead on a possi- 


ble campaign for mayor in 1979. 


Speculation intensifies in the last 


few days before the filing deadline. 


Supposedly, possible candidates who 


would have business community support 
are weighing their options. Scherer, 
whose support cuts across the whole city 
political spectrum, is identified with the 
business element but not solely that ele- 
ment. 


Among those names mentioned in 


the last few weeks, aside from the old 
politico Denney, are bank employee Walt 
Yetter and Frances Tapia. 


No doubt others are circulating 


petitions. But as of this point, the field is 
especially narrow, considering the op- 
portunity which exists to change the 
balance on the council.

Inflation expected to worsen 


Washington — When Chairman 


Arthur Burns of the Federal Reserve 
system and Leon Keyserling, chief 
proponent of government spending, can 
agree on the danger of more inflation, 
we can believe there is trouble ahead. 
Granted that they agree for different 
reasons, nevertheless they both are 
convinced that in 1877 inflation cannot 
be held to President Carter's goal of 5% 
to 5.6%. 


Keyserling, a survivor of the Truman 


Fair Deal, told the congressional joint 
economic committee that the Carter 
package to stimulate the economy is 
too small. Therefore it will not put the 
full resources of industry to work to 
melt down unemployment and increase 
the tax returns. 


Burns, who probably more than any 


single individual controls the money 
supply, 1$ convinced that no stimulus is 
needed and the Carter package can 
mean only a quick shot in the arm that 
will have no lasting effect on the 
economy As wholesale food prices and 
other indicators continue to rise, it will 
push inflation up a noatch or two if not 
more 


This will hardly be news to 


householders in the middle-income 
bracket struggling to pay gas and elec- 
tricity bills that have doubled or 


quadrupled with the cold winter. It is a 
pitiful story they have been telling, 
with energy bills exceeding mortgage 
payments. 


They are caught in the squeeze as 


powerful unions are getting raises far 
beyond any annual increase in produc- 
tivity and George Meany, the overlord 
'of trade unionism, is roaring against 
any effort by the administration to 
monitor upcoming wage and price in- 
creases. 


Unions in both the auto and the oil in- 


dustries got recent contracts calling 
for an annual 10% increase in the 
wages and finrge benefits. Next in line 
is steel, with both the union and the in- 
dustry telling the government to keep 
hands off and let them settle on their 
•own terms. Those terms, one can be 
sure, will increase the cost of all the 
products such as autos and appliances 
that use steel. 
• Burns' argument is the familiar one 
of lack of confidence and the con- 
sequent failure of industry to invest in 
new plants and new production. He 
points to the great reserves held by big 
industrial firms. As though to prove his 
point, International Business 
Machines,, which produces an es- 
timated half of all the computers used 
in the world, announced the purchase of 


four million of its own shares at 1380 a 
share. The purchase would be made out 
of the company's liquid assets of ft.l 
billion. 


Bums has kwg been Meany's arch- 


villain. If only he would let up on the 
money spigot, there would be prosperi- 
ty for all. This is the kind of pressure 
Burns has been resisting under a 
succession of presidents since 1970. It is 
equivalent, he argues, to printing 
money and the record abounds with 
examples of disaster to nations that 
resorted to the printing presses. 


At one point in his campaign, Carter 


questioned the independence of the 
Fed's chairman as called for under 
law. The term of a chairman should 
coincide with that of an incoming presi- 
dent, Carter intimated. 


Once in the impossible office of the 


presidency, Carter seems to have 
softened this view. His Secretary of the 
Treasury W. Michael Blumenthal has 
established a good working relationship 
with Burns. They meet for breakfast 
once or twice a week to discuss trends 
in business and government. 
Blumenthal, with no ostentation and no 


propaganda push, is developing a» one 
of the stars of the new administration. 
[ He has his work cut out for him as the 
•pulling and hauling begin over the 
Carter stimulus program." There are 
those like Meany and Keyserling who 
believe it is too small and others like 
Burns who are convinced it cannot put 
the jobless to work and will result only 
in kicking up the inflationary spiral. 


No economic genius is required to 


detect the rise in prices that threaten 
higher overall inflation. The housewife 
at the checkout counter knows what i( 
means in the price of fresh vegetables 
and orange juice. While the freeze in 
Florida has contributed to this condi- 
tion, it is not the only factor. 


In the opinion of this observer, Burns 


and Keyserling - a curious team, in- 
deed - have the best of the argument 
for their own separate reasons. 
Nothing is more corrosive to the body 
politic than a rapidly rising spiral of in- 
flation. We may be a long way from the 
double-digit inflation of recent 
memory, but it cannot be ruled out. 


Around the world, inflation rates ot 


20% and 25%, or in some instances even 
higher, are signals that cannot be ig- 
jiored even by the richest nation of 
{them all.

The long and the short 


Washington — In politics as in so 


many other aspects of contemporary 
life, we demand instant gratification. 
People are already heard to express 
impatience with Jimmy Carter, to 
wonder where his new programs are. 
And it is just six weeks since the in- 
auguration. 


But there seldom is an instant way to 


effect social or economic change in this 
country. The society is complicated, 
the problems encrusted, the 
mechanisms of government awkward. 
That is doubtless why recent presidents 
have devoted themselves so much to 
the loftier business of foreign affairs. 


In the Carter White House these 


days, there is no shortage of eagerness. 
The scene is as hectic as might be 
expected. But my impression is that 
enthusiasm may be more tempered by 
the awareness of difficulties than was 
the case the last time an activist 
Democratic president succeeded a 
standpat Republican, 16 yean ago. 


Stuart Eizenstat, the quiet Atlanta 


lawyer who was Carter's issues man in 
the campaign, now works on domestic 
pqlicy in the White Houw. Ask him 
about first reactions, and the answer is 
a mixture of realism a|M* commitment 
to change. 


"Anyone who's in here for a day," he 


said, "recognizes the tremendous in- 


terests at stake, and the trade-offs 
that have to be made. On any major 
issue it'Ssimpossible to make a decision 
without seeing the drawbacks to it, the 
people who mil be injured. 


"For example, there's a desire for 


the tightest possible auto emission 
standards, but there's also a need for 
fuel economy. And it is harder to know 
'the facts' than people realize. What 
are the health effect; of auto pollution, 
and the realistic control devices? That 
adds an overlay to the trade-offs you 
face anyway. 


"But none of that has given me the 


sense that change cannot come. It is 
just bard." 


Eizenstat said that some of the early 


decisions of the new administration, 
though they responded to particular 
urgencies, bad been made with an eye 
to long-term policy objectives. He men- • 
turned the Carter changes in President 
Ford's budget. There were "themes" 
in the budget revision, be said: "The 
numbers have meaning." 


One example he gave was the cutting 


of $200 million from toe fast breeder 
reactor: a change that gave a negative 
signal to that controversial nuclear 
program. More broadly, the budget 
changes gave less emphasis to nuclear 
power and more to energy conserva- 
tion. 


Among budget increases Eizenstat 


cited a boost in funds for disadvantaged 
children as an example of "com- 
passion." He mentioned added money 
for the Environmental Protection 
Agency, wildlife and the national parks 
as reflecting another Carter commit- 
ment to the environment. 


Apart from the budget, he spoke of - 


changes sought in the distribution of 
funds to states and localities. Congress 
is being asked to change the allocation- 
formulas for the accelerated public 
works program and community block 
grants, in both cases to give more to 
areas of greater need. 


Even to list socfa early signals from a' 


new administration is to remind 
oneself how much harder it will be to 
bring about permanent change. The 
formulas for federal aid, for instance, 
are an immensely complex and 
politically prickly matter. More for 
New York means less for someone 
else. 


The long-term Carter commitments 


interests clash. Hut is evident in con- 
gressional reactions to the proposal for 


consolidation of government energy ac- 
tivities in a new department. The new 
substantive policy for energy, 
promised in April, is bound to run into 
deeply-held convictions on all sides. 


The same is true on welfare and tax 


reform, major themes of the Carter 
campaign. A study now going on will - 
produce sweeping proposals for elec- 
tion reform, including much easier 
voter registration, that, too, will offend 
some political interests. However pop- 
ular it is to talk in the abstract of 
-eliminating wasteful programs, there 
were cries of outrage when Carter's 
budget revision cut back on dams and 
some education aid. 


But one thing that is different about" 


Jimmy Carter from most successful 
politicians is the intensity of his com- 
mitment to declared objectives. He 
will meet resistance on those themes, 
but I doubt that be will five them up. 


"We don't take those «Jmp«i|pi com- 


mitments lightly," Stuart Eizenstat 
said. "Very often I'm asked, by the 
President and others, 'How does "this 
match up?' And that's what gives you 
the kicks: to take the issues we talked 
about and translate the words into ac- 
tion."

Beatings in Uganda 
*were entertainment

Nairobi - An American law student who 


was graduated from Oxford and Yale has 
revealed how Ugandan soldiers came into a 
Kampala (Uganda) prison for "Saturday 
night entertainment - beating up prisoners " 


Brian Swartz, M, of Manhattan left a par- 


ty of 18 tourists in East Africa to take a look 
at Uganda: an act he has described as "a 
Piece of thoughtlessneul regret very much." 


That was on Feb. 24. Two days later, he 


was arrested and spent four days in custody, 
two nights in prison and twice thought that 
President Idi Amin's military and in- 
telligence men were going to murder him." 


Swartz was one of two Americans who 


have arrived in Kenya after Amin lifted his 
ban on Americans leaving the country. 


A number of other Western nationals 


(Swart* said they were not British or 
American) were still detained when he left, 
but their embassies in East Africa were now 
seeking help from diplomatic legations still 
411 Kampala. 


These included French, Italians, and 


West German missions. Swartz refused to go 
into detail about the other nationals "because 
I do not want to put their lives in danger." 


He said that after two uneventful days in 


Kampala he decided to take a drink in a bar 
near his hotel to talk with local people. 


"Two military policemen outside snouted7 


for me to go out and they talked to me over 
their machine guns," he said. 


"They took my passport and then took me 


to a civil prison. There are civil and military 
police in Uganda and it is the military police 
who are the real demons, carrying machine 
guns." Then there are the plain clothes police 
from the State Research Department 
(Amin's notorious intelligence force). It was 
the State Research officers he said who were 
the worst — they tortured and murdered. 


Swartz said he was told he was being put 


in "safe custody" with the civil police and 
later learned that he had been lucky that the 
military police who had picked him up 
appeared to be an exception to the rule. 


"In prison that night I was in one of two 


small rooms each with 50 people inside. Some 
told me they had been there for months. I was 
questioned by officers who asked me what I 
was doing in Uganda, where had I travelled, 


where did I get my money, and where did I 
come from." 


He said he had not thought it prudent to 


mention that he was-Jewish. 


"I was taken to a car and they refused to 


tell me where they were taking me. There 
were four of them with machine guns and we 
stopped in a darkened alley. I was worried 
when two of them got out. I thought I was 
going to be dumped off," he said. 


"They went away and 20 minutes later 


without explanation I was taken to the central 
police station and here I was kept two nights 
and treated reasonably well, allowed to roam 
the whole cell block. 


"But that night three drunken soldiers 


came in and wanted to beat up prisoners for 
their Saturday night entertainment. They did 
not beat me up but I heard in the morning 
that they had beaten others." 


"On Sunday morning two military 


policemen with machine guns and two very 
hefty people, the most evil I have ever seen, 
'came for me. They squeezed my genitals to 
make sure I had nothing hidden and then took' 
me for a drive to a garden in a suburb where 
we waited for 20 minutes. 


"Then a Jeep came along and some other 


officials questioned me. They took me to the 
hotel where I had first stayed, searched my 
luggage and then we went back to the prison. 
From that moment on things became easier 
and the following day they took my picture, 
returned me to my hotel, where I was still in 
custody, but at least allowed an overpriced 
cup of tea without sugar." 


He said the civil police apologised to him 


and kept his passport but things had im- 
proved so much that he slipped out to buy 
souvenirs — a T-shirt. After being questioned 
by a police commissioner be was taken under 
police escort to the border and released. The 
Kenya bus driver allowed him a free ride to 
Hairobi when he knew that he had been a 
prisoner in Uganda. 


Swartz told how he got word to the West 


German diplomats in Kampala whose efforts 
later secured his release. 


A Canadian whom he had met in Kam- 


pala when he first arrived had become con- 
cerned and had tracked him down to the 
police station. A bank slip with his name on it 
was wrapped around a coin by Swartz when 
he saw the Canadian passing the prison. 


"I threw the coin-out of the cell window 


and he picked it up," Swartz said. 


Refugees claim no end 
to Amin's 


Nairobi, Kenya (AP) — Refugees from 


Uganda claimed on Thursday that President 
Idi Amin is continuing a bloody purge of 
Christian tribes in his troubled East African 
country. 


Kenyan church sources in touch with 


American missionaries in Uganda, however, 
said they have received no reports of 
Americans being molested and that mis- 
sionaries there appear detrained to remain 
in the country and continue their work. Other 
missionaries, they said, are waiting in 
neighboring Kenya for a suitable time to go to 
Uganda. 


The sources stressed that independent con- 


firmation of refugee reports is difficult to ob- 
tain and there is no accurate estimate of the 
number of persons killed, 


Reports reaching Nairobi from refugees 


recently arrived from Uganda said Amin's 
purge of Acboli and Langi tribesmen and 
other Christians involved widespread killings 
and arrests. 


A spokesnan for the Roman Catholic Holy 


Cross Order, which has 35 American mis- 
sionaries in Uganda, said in Nairobi: 


"I speak to them (the nissionaries) every 


day. They are in very good spirits and are all 
staying in Uganda. Nobody has pressed the 
panic button yet"

Several haee returned to the country in the 


past few days, he said. 


In another development Thursday, a Ke- 


nyan newspaper quoting West German in- 
telligence sources said a spectacular hijack 
was to have been staged at Uganda's Entebbe 
Airport to coincide with an expulsion of 
American nationals from Uganda. The report 
was discounted abroad. 


The newspaper, the mass-circulation Daily 


Nation, said it had reliable information that a 
plane was to be provided by the Ugandans 
after Amin ordered the Americans to leave 
the country during a meeting he had 
scheduled with them earlier this week. 


The plane would then have been hijacked by 


members of the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine who would have mingled 
with the Americans before boarding the air- 
craft, the newspaper said. 


The America and West German embassies 


in Nairobi said they had no information on the 
alleged hijack plan. In Bonn, a Foreign 
Ministry representative, noting the newpaper 
report was allegedly based on a West Germn 
intelligence report, said no such report had 
been received by the ministry and added: 


"There seems to be a lot of wild specula- 


tion going on in Nairobi." 


'Join the Rhodesian Army'

Companies 
should pay 
for oil spills 


Washington (AP) - Companies that spill oil while drilling 


offshore should pay for clean-up costs and damages, Interior 
Secretary Cecil D. Andrus said Thursday. 


Andrus told a House panel that such a law imposing such 


liability would "be a powerful incentive for responsible 
management by firms involved in outer continental shelf ac- 
tivities." 


Environmentalist!, whose lawsuits have delayed much 


offshore drilling, would also gain confidence from such a law 
that adequate compensation will be made for any spills, he said. 


"Oil spill liability legislation would substantially improve 


the balancing of environmental and economic values in 
decisions involving oil and gas," he told a committee on the out- 
er continental shelf. 


Andrus delighted members of the House Interior subcom- 


mittee by declaring himself "proenvironment." 


Rep. Gerry E. Studds, D-Mass., said, "This is the first time 


in my experience on this committee that an interior secretary 
has given us a statement that could not have been written by the 
oil industry." 


Andrus stated an .intention to exert greater control over 


offshore drilling than the Ford administration did, and he aup- 
ported legislation to overhaul procedures for seiliOf offshore 
leases. 


The Ford administration and the major oil companies had 


opposed such legislation, which died in Congress last year. 


Andrus said legislation on offshore leasing should give tlie 


Interior Department the power to: 


— Modify or disapprove plans submitted by oil companies 


for offshore drilling. 
. - Cancel leases if it becomes clear that continued drilling 


would cause serious harm to the environment. 


- Explore oil reserves before selling the leases to oil com-. 


panics. 


"I think it would be a wise investment to do some explora- 


tion so that we know what the leases are worth and whether we 
should sell them for what we are offered," he said. 


Andrus added that, "If we don't get this kind of a bill, we'll 


do these things anyway," through administrative action.

That pregnant women and nuninf 


mothers should eat nutritious foods to 
ensure their, babies' food health is also 
fairly common knowledge. 


But what about a woman like Mrs. 


Smith? She is pregnant for the seventh 
time: She has three young children, all 
of whom were born at low birth weights 
- five poundSj eight ounces or less. The 
three other pregnancies resulted in 
miscarriages. 


Mrs. Smith has another problem: She 


;s poor. Nutritious foods for well- 
balanced meals more often that not are 
unaffordable luxuries. 


Now, a federal program, specifically 


designed for wnnen like Mrs. Smith 
and her yousg children, is being im- 
plemented in Nebraska. 


The Special Supplemental Food 


Program for Women, Infants and 
Children - or WIC - is administered 
here by the Open Door Health Center, 
2545 R St., and the Indian Center, 243 S. 
20th St. Both WIC clinics are staffed by 
volunteer nurses and nutritionists. 


WIC "is a nutrition program, not just 


a feeding program" for pregnant or 
breast-feediig mothers and children 


rog 


under -five years of age said Leslie 
Rutherford, head of the Open Door 
Health Center. 


Clients are told what is lacking in 


their day-to-day food intake, she said. 
And though individualized dietary 
plans, they are told how to correct the 
problem. 


Each certified client is provided up 


to $35 a month in food vouchers, Ms. 
Rutherford explained, which can only 
be used for approved foods, such as 
recommended infant formula, milk, 
cereals, cheese, eggs, and fruit and 
vegetable juices. 


"We are trying to make it much 


more than just a feeding program," 
said Ms. Rutherford, noting that clients, 


receive food vouchers for two months 
at a time at the Open Door Health 
Center, one month at a time at the In- 
dian Center. 


"That way they (clients) will be 


forced to come back" periodically for 
nutrition counseling, said Marshall 
Pritchard, Indian Center director. 


"The real success of the program is 


not the issuance of the vouchers for. 
food, but the counseling that goes with 
it," he said. "Without the counseling, it 
would just be another giveaway 
program." 


"We have to stress the importance of 


nutrition in growing children," added 
Debbie Childs, WIC coordinator for 
Open Door, "so they will grow and 
develop physically and mentally. 


But just because the program is 


based primarily on nutrition, "we're 
not going to close our eyes to other 
types of problems," Ms. Rutherford 
said. "We will refer clients to ap- 
propriate agencies or persons" if 
necessary: Pregnant women will be en- 
couraged to see a physician and to at- 
tend prenatal classes; parents with 
children needing immunization will-be 
advised where to take them; if child 
abuse is suspected, a parent may be 
referred to a counseling agency. 


"This program may also help us at 


the Indian Center more easily identify 


the health problems we have," 
Pritchard said. "I think well find wt 
have a much more severe nutritional 
problem" than any other segment of 
Lincoln's population. 


One basis for eligibility in the 


program is whether or not the women 
or child is in nutritional danger, Ms. 
Rutherford said. 


Medical histories are taken, and 


potential clients are tested for anemia. 
Children also are examined for proper 
growth by checking their weight, 
height and head circumference. 


"Then we complete a 24-hour'diet 


history, so we can get some idea of 
their eating patterns — if they are not 
getting enough protein, calcium or 
vitamins," Ms. Rutherford said 
Clients must be recertified every sii 
months. 


Another eligibility factor is income. 


Federal guidelines for income used for' 
the program "hit not only the very 
poor, but the working poor," said Kathi 
Hanna, head of the State Health 
Department's nutrition division and 
coordinator for the nine WIC programs 
in Nebraska. 


WIC's maximum income eligibility 


for various sized, non-farm families 
are: $5,460 per year for one person, f?,- 
215 for two persons, $8,070 for three, 
$10,725 for four, $12,480 for five and 
$14,235 for six

Individual grocery items 


fluctuated in 
1 price during the

According to The Lincoln 


Star's monthly survey of four 
Lincoln supermarkets, the 


total of the 17 food items 
checked has remained at $14.02 
during the past two months. 


This month's total is 30 cents 


or 2.1% less than the $14.32 
total six months ago, but ap- 
proximately 1% or 14 cents 


more than the $13.88 total of 
one year ago. 


Last month, shoppers saw 


the price of eggs surpass the $1 
mark at some stores. This 
month, eggs became a, bit 
more palatable as their price 


dropped 12 cents to an average 
of 86 cents for each Grade A

Consumers' gain in the dairy 


case was offset, however, by a 
12-cent increase in the price of 
bacon this month. Still, bacon's 
current price of $1.71 per 
pound, is 35 cents less than the 
$2.06 cost six months ago, 24 
cents under the $1.95 price one 
year ago. 


Other meat items included in 


the survey either showed 
minimal changes or remained 
stable this month. 


Pork chops dropped one cent 


to $1.80 per pound and the price 
of chicken fell two cents to 67 
cents per pound. Six months 
ago, pork loin chops cost 10 
cents more than' the current 
price of $1.90 per pound, but 
chicken was selling for 56 cents 
per pound or 11 cents less than 
the current price. 


Round steak dropped two 


cents during the past month to 
$1.61 per pound. This is 10 
cents more than the $1.71 price 
six months ago. Ground beef 
has maintained a 77-cent-per- 
pound cost for the past two 
months. This is seven cents 
more than tbe70-cent price six 
months ago, but four cents less 
than the 81-cent cost one year 
ago. 


Due to an advertised special 


of 56 cents at one of the stores, 
tuna also joined the ranks of 
items showing price declines. 
The current cost — 71 cents for 
a six and one-half ounce can — 
is six cents less than the 77- 
cent cost last month.

declines were green beans and 
frozen peas.

1. Pass. About half the hands 


dealt in bridge are part-score 
hands. The question is whether 
this one falls into the part-score 
or the game category. No one 
can state 
with certainty 


whether game is on with this 
layout after partner opens one 
club and immediately raises 
spades, but there is a strong 
probability that ten tricks 
cannot be made. 


The only real choice lies 


between passing and bidding 
three spades to invite game. 
The sole justification for bid- 


ding three spades is that you 
have a better hand than you 
might have had for the one 
spade response. However, this 
reason does not go to the heart 
of the matter, which is whether 
a game try is justified. The fact 
is that you lack the values to 
warrant a three spade bid 
because, if partner passed, that 
contract would surely be in 
danger, while if partner raised 
to four spades, you'd probably 
still have a tough fight on your 
hands. 


2. Three notrump. Game must 


surely be undertaken here, 
since you have an opening bid 
facing an opening bid. But while 
you're at it, you should indicate 
at the same time that the best 
contract might lie in notrump. 
Of course, three notrump does 
not bar partner from going on to 
four spades if his hand is better 
adapted to suit play. 


3. Four spades. Again you bid 


game, but this time in spades. It 
would be wrong to treat this as 
an ordinary 10-point hand. Your 
spades have risen greatly in 
value,, now that partner has 
supported them, and your club 
honors have extra value 
because they fit partner's suit. 


These factors, in conjunction 


with the excellent diamond and 
heart controls, elevate the 
overall value of the hand to the 
status of an opening bid. Hands 
often improve in quality as the 
bidding progresses — the trick 
is to assess accurately the 
expansion or diminution of the 
vslue of a hand as the bidding 
develops. 


4. Three spades. This time 


game 
is 
a 
borderline 


proposition and essentially 
depends on whether or not 
North 
has 
minimum 
or 


maximum values for his first 
two bids. North is the best judge 
of this and you should leave the 
decision to him. Bridge is a 
partnership game.

Tax tips for older people 


New York - Older people 


often have a lot of trouble 
figuring out whether they have 
to file a tax return, and which 
of the changes in the tax law 
apply to them. They have in- 
come from a variety of taxable 
and nontaxable sources — like 
pensions, annuities, Social 
Security and disability plans - 
which is sometimes com- 
plicated to report. 


According to the excellent 


publication "People & Taxes," 
a congressional committee 
concluded a few yean ago that 
as many as half of all older 
Americans overpay their 
federal taxes. They are either 
unaware of tax-saving 
provisions, or don't know 
where to seek good, inexpen- 
sive advice. 


You can get a free checklist 


of deductions, exemptions and 
credits applicable to older peo- 
ple by writing to the Senate 
Special Committee on Aging 
for the booklet, "Protecting 
Older Americans Against 
Overpayment of Income 
Taxes." The address is Room 
225, Dirksen Senate Office 
Building, Washington D C. 
20510. Be sure to enclose a self- 
addressed label (not ,an 
envelope, just a label). 


Here are some of the things 


a person 65 or older should 
watch for on his or her tax 
return: 


(1) There's a new tax credit 


for the elderly which is a lot 
more generous than last year's 
retirement income credit A 
tax credit is a sum of money 
directly deductible from the in- 
come tax owed. For 1176, at 
least some credit is available 
to single people 86 and over 
who have adjusted gross in- 
comes of up to 112,506; couples 
with incomes up to 915,000 
where one spouse is 65 or 
older, and couples 66 or older 
with incomes up to |17,SOO. 
You can qualify if you're under 
65 as long as you were retired 
under a public retirement plan.

The booklet that came with 


your tax return contains in- 
structions for claiming the 
credit. The maximum amount 
allowable is $375 for single peo- 
ple and $562 50 for couples To 
get the credit you have to file 
Form 1040 and attach Form R 
(if you're 65 or older) or Form 
RP (if you're under 65 but 
.retired under a public plan). If 
you file the short form 1040A, 
just because that's the way 
you've always done it, you'll 
lose this tax break. 


(2) The following sources of 


income are not taxable, hence 
are not included in your 
adjusted gross income: Social 
Security; disability retirement 
payments and other benefits 
paid by the Veterans Ad- 
ministration; life insurance 
proceeds received at 
someone's death. Railroad 
Retirement pensions; gifts and 
inheritances; that part of a 
•pension payment that 
represents a return of your 
own after-tax contribution. 


If 65 or over, you don't have 


to file an income tax return if 
your gross income (not coun- 
ting the nontaxable income 
listed above) is below certain 
limits. These limits are $3,300 
if single; $3,600 if a widower 
with a dependent child; $4,350 
if married filing jointly and 
one of you is 65 or over; $5,100 
if married filing jointly and 
you're both 66 or over. If your 
spouse died in 1976, and you 
were living together at the 


time, you're entitled to file a 
joint return. • 


(3) Many older people bold a 


full or part-time job, but in 
order to do so, must hire help 
to take care' of a disabled 
spouse or other dependent who 
is incapable of self-care. If this 
applies, you can,take a tax 
credit of 20% of the expenses 
for in-home care, up to a 
maximum credit of $400 for 
one dependent, $100 for two or 
more. File Form 1040 and at- 
tach Form 2441. You can't get 
the credit if you file short form 
1040A. 


(4) If you make a home for 


an adult offspring who is 
retarded or disabled, you may 
be eligible for the earned- 
income credit. The maximum, 
credit of $400 goes to people 
with adjusted gross incomes of 
$4,000. After that, the credit 
reduces, and is finally phased 
out at $8,000. You can take this 
credit on Form 1040A — and 
are entitled to apply for it even 
if you don't earn enough in- 
come to owe taxes. You can 
ask the IRS to figure the 
earned-income credit by mail; 
just follow the instructions in 
the tax booklet. 


(5) People 65 and older can 


take two personal exemptions 
rather than one, which is worth 
a total deduction of $1,500 
each. In addition, there's a per- 
sonal tax credit of $35 for 
yourself and each dependent or 
2% of your first $9,000 of 
taxable income, whichever is 
larger. If married and filing 
jointly, with no other 
dependents, and your income 
is between $3,500 and $9,000, 
you're better off taking the 2% 
of income as the tax credit. 


(6) If you received a lump- 


sum pension payout, there are 
two ways to treat it for tax pw- 
poses. Ask an accountant to 
figure it both ways, to see 
which is better. The savings, 
by making the right choice, 
can be large — well above the 
accountant's fee.

Labor law problem suspected in sugar issue 
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An assistant Nebraska attorney general said 


Thursday that his office has found nothing in 
the controversy between Great Western Sugar 
Co. and western Nebraska sugar beet growers 
to warrant antitrust litigation. 


Robert Bartle added, however, that his in- 
vestigation of the matter is not closed, and the 
possibility of legal action still exists. 


Bartle commented on the matter after an an- 


nouncement in Denver that Great Western and 


a trio of beet growers' associations had agreed 
on a contract covering crops through 1979. 


The contract, involving beet crops in 


Nebraska, Kansas, Colorado and Wyoming, 
was drawn after both sides agreed to a uniform 
method of sharing freight costs. 


Gov. J. James Exon had asked the attorney 


general's office to investigate the possibility of 
antitrust action after GW announced it was 
laying off a large portion of its work forces at 


Sugarbeet payments expected 


Denver (AP) - The Great Western Sugar 


Co. will mail checks totaling more than $7 
million as supplemental payments for the 1976 
crop to sugarbeet growers in five states, GW 
president Jack B. Powell said Thursday. 


Checks totaling $7,162,523 and representing 


$1.42 per ton for sugar beets grown for Great 
Western will be mailed to growers in Colorado, 
Nebraska, Kansas, Wyoming and Montana, he 
said. 


The payment is required by the contract 


between the growers and the company for the 
1976 crop. 
- The amount of the payment for individual 
growers is determined by the tonnage of beets 


and sugar content. 


Powell said the checks would be mailed 


March 18. The supplemental payment brings 
the total overall payment given to growers by 
GW to date to 995,118,880. 


The initial and supplemental payments 


reflect a substantial part of the expected sales 
price which will be received during the 1976- 
1977 marketing year, he said, adding that com- 
pletely correct projections "are riot possible 
due to the unstable price conditions prevailing 
and foreseeable in the sugar marketplace." 


Powell said average sugar content for the 


1976 crop was 15.87%, ranging from the 14.90% 
in northeastern Colorado and Kansas to the 
17.03% for the Montana-Wyoming area

Big Reductions Now 
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Hall County revaluation not copied

Hall County's recent decision to Imple- 


ment new real estate valuations now 


• rather than wait a year apparently is not 
_- attracting imitators 


Instead, assessors of several counties 
. just completing reappraisals have 
* 
decided to back off from their new and 
higher figures Some will stick with old 
valuations, but the emerging pattern 
seems to be that of percentage rollbacks 


Jefferson, Saline and Adams Counties 


• have just made decisions to scale down 


new appraisals by from 40 to 52%, while 
York and Red Willow will take similar 
route;, under formulas yet to be deter- 
mined Seward and Lincoln Counties will 
continue with old valuations, while John- 
son is undecided 


Pushed by an April 1 deadline for 


mailing valuation change notices, 
several assessors are making local an- 
nouncements this week of their inten- 
tions They had been waiting for possi- 
ble action Dy tne Legislature on several 
' related bills 


Although Hall went for full implemen- 


tation now, the other counties hesitated 


V because of inequities with surrounding 


counties which have not undergone reap- 
praisal The discrepancies are greatest 
in overlapping school districts, but also 
apply to funding of such multicounty un- 
its as community colleges and natural 
resources districts 


In Jefferson County, for example, 


assessor Irene Hunsberger said it would' 
be an injustice to impose a full revalua- 
tion on her taxpayers while neighboring 
. Gage and Thayer Counties have yet to 
3 
reappraise She got the approval of her 


* county board to levy at 60% of the new 


1977 figures 


"We just want to be fair to our own 


taxpayers." said Mrs Hunsberger "We 
have the situation of several overlapping 
school districts, including Meridian 


which is just finishing a new high school 
Perhaps by next year problems such as 
this will be worked out." 


Saline County will be using 60% fpr 


rural property and 62% for urban, accor- 
ding to assessor Alma Reid She feels 
this will "even things out" with 
adjoining Gage and Lancaster, both un- 
dergoing reappraisals for later use 


Adams County, which borders Hall on 


the south, came up with a straight-across 
48 87% of its newly revised valuations 
Mdvm Wiest, deputy assessor and field 
appraiser, said the rollback is intended 
to equalize within the county while at the 
same time protect overlapping sub- 
divisions 
' 


Lincoln County's decision several 


weeks ago to ignore its reappraisal in 
favor of 1971 values is an example of 
chain reaction Adjoining Frontier Coun- 
ty followed suit and, according to Red 
Willow Assessor Bob Prest, "we didn't 
have much choice here since we also 
overlap with Frontier " 
« 


"All the counties around here are pret- 


ty well agreed to, wait until '78 before 
putting in new values," continued Prest 
"Some are just using the old values Red 
Willow may use a combination of the old 
ones and a rollback, but no way will we 
use the new figures at 100% " 


Although Hall County has nine overlap- 


ping school districts and five other en- 
tities with multicounty funding, its coun- 
ty supervisors recently voted 4-3 for im- 
plementing the 1977 update Assessor 
Ray Hessel had urged the.action, noting 
that "our last revaluation was in 1986' 
and the state told us in no uncertain 
terms we had to update this year " 


Pointing out that Grand Island 


represents over half the county's $321 
million in real estate, Hessel said land in 
the overlapping school districts "actual- 
ly is a very small part of our overall 


valuation" Hiking values on "some 
ridiculously low properties" thus more 
than justifies the comparatively few in- 
equities, he reasoned 


"There never has been complete 


equalization with overlapping districts 
anyway," he continued, referring es- 
pecially to adjoining Merrick County's 
updating of 1975 "If we wait a year, who 
is to say there won't still be somebody 
lagging then' Anyway, it would be near- 
ly an insurmountable problem to back off 
now from our new figures " 


Although Hessel expects some com- 


plaints when notices are mailed later 
this month, he said the implementation 
decision so far has brought "very little 
comment" 


Others in the community confirmed 


the mild reaction, among them Chamber 
of Commerce Assistant Manager 
Richard McFeely Hessel's appearance 
last week before the Chamber's Taxation 
Council sparked little controversy 


"Equalization is always a big problem, 


as Hessel realistically pointed out to us," 
McFeely said "I've heard a few 
rumblings but certainly no great hue and 
cry Some citizens just don't realize the 
possible impact, but also there's a 
general feeling that our various boards 
by no means are wild-eyed spenders 
regardless " 


Two of the three supervisors who op- 


posed the updating said the overlapping 
inequities had less to do with their votes 
than their fear of generally higher taxes 
Walt Stull and Bernard Cnck, both of 
Grand Island, predicted the higher 
valuation "will open the floodgates of 
spending for all governmental entities " 


"I don't think it's soaked in yet 


because nobody knows what they're 
going to be stuck," said Stull, a Union 
Pacific conductor "Just wait until tax 
time rolls around and people get their 
bills

Weather a key factor 
in price of farm land 


Weather may be one of the most important factors a 


determining whether the farm land price trend continues up- 
ward, believes Dr Ron Hanson, University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln economist 


Nebraska farm land values were up 25% on November 1, 


1976, compared to the previous year, representing the fourth 
largest percentage increase in the U S . Hanson noted 


"Many feel a weakening in the farm real estate market lies 


ahead," Hanson commented, but said the extent and timing of 
any downward trend is uncertain 


Weather patterns are of crucial importance because they 


largely determine crop production levels, the UNL economist 
said Favoarable weather, for example, could mean record 
crops, which could depress grain prices. 


The outlook for 1977 includes the prospect of rising livestock 


prices and thus more animals on feed, providing a market for 
grains now in storage, Hanson said Favorable farm incomes 
this year could provide larger down payments on farm land 
purchases, he added And, farm mortgage credit appears 
"readily available" in 1977 with present interest rates holding 
steady, Hanson predicted 


"As always, much depends on the farmer's optimistic at- 


titude toward acquiring more land," he pointed out Farm 
enlargement is the dominant reason for farmers' purchasing 
more acres, and roughly 84% of all farmland sales in the state 
are for acquiring add-on units, he said

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Nebraska's growth 
matches U.S. rate 
. - 1ft terms of economic activity in Nebraska, November was 
one of the better months of 1976, according to a report in the 
March issue of Business in Nebraska, a monthly publication of 
the Bureau of Business Research at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln. 
' • The state's index of real output increased to -135.7 in 
November, which puts output about 8/10 of 1% above October 
1976 levels and about 5% above year-to-date figures. 


Writing in "Business In Nebraska", Duane Hackmann 


noted that Nebraska's and the nation's growth rate were almost 
identical In 1976, Nebraska's output Increased 5 3% while that 
for the nation increased 5 J% (January-December 1976). Oc- 
tober to November growth rates, too, were nearly equal for 
Nebraska and .the U.S., Hackmann noted. 


1 The strongest sectors of the Nebraska economy continued 
to be the distributive sector, manufacturing and construction. 
Agriculture, and in the lalt month government, experienced 
slower growth or a decline. Construction activity continued to 
show marked improvements over the previous year. Residen- 
tial construction continued strong, while the state's non- 
residential construction component continued to lag behind 
levels reached in 1975. Overall, Nebraska's construction in- 
dustry is faring better than that nationally. 


Manufacturing output showed a slight increase in 


November continuing to show steady, constant growth. 
Employment in manufacturing increased slightly in November 
1976 Employment increases in retail trade combined with good 
retail sales performances for November pushed the physical 
volume index for Nebraska's distributive sector up 2% above 
October 1978. Comparing November 1978 to November 1975, the 
distributive sector increase totaled 7.5%. Employment in the 
distributive sector was 4.2% above the November 1975 level 
after seasonal adjustments were made. 
' Retail sales reflect this basic upward push in the dis- 
tributive sector. Adjusted for price changes retail sales were 
9.2% above November 1975 for the state. Strong gains in retail 
sales in November 1976 compared to a year earlier were 
recorded in Lexington, North Platte, Norfolk, and Nebraska Ci- 
ty. Each of these cities reported increases in excess of 20%. 


Other cities where the increase in retail sales exceeded the 


state average include South Sioux City, Fremont, Seward, 
York, Hastings, Beatrice, Fairbury, Kearney, Alliance, 
Chadron, O'Neill and Broken Bow. Retail sales in Lincoln. 
November 1976 compared with November 1975, equaled the 
state gain of 6.7%.

All told, the Miscellaneous Subjects 


Committee blamed through 16 Mils, ad- 
vancing four and killing three. 


LB4, sponsored by Lincoln Sen. Willy 


Barnett for the Legislature's executive 
board, addressed the law on lobbying 
registration fees and periods. 
Legislative Clerk Vincent Brown offered 
nine pages of amendments, most of them 
minor to achieve clarity. 


Common Cause objected to an adopted 


amendment which in effect exempts 
lawyers from reporting fees for drafting 
bills for clients. The committee 
rationale is that the clients, not the 
lawyers, fit the personal contact lob- 
bying definition. 


Lobbyist registration would be valid 


for two years under another revision, to 
coincide with Unicameral session 
length. Senators deleted a proposal that 
.lobbyists needn't disclose personal living 
expenses, and left intact language that 
requires listing lodging expenses. 


Another amendment, offered to save 


money, would change the montly repor- 


ting of lobbying data to once at the cod of 
each session, and otherwise only OB 
request. Yet another change broadens 
the definition of lobbyist for filing bur- 
poses. 


Along with Grand Island ten. Ralph 


Kelly's LBJ69 regarding the legal 
drinking age, the committee also killed 
LB415, Omaha Sen. John Savage's 
measure to eliminate restriction on 
Sunday bingo, and LB19, Barnes's bill 
allowing greater or total local control in 
restricting games of chance. , 


Kelly's bill died by a 5-1 vote, with

—LB473, Lincoln Sen. Shirley Marsh's 


proposal to transfer public buildings 
standards enforcement and responsibili- 
ty from the State Building Commission 
to the fire marshal's office. The vote: 6 
toO. 


A motion to kill the so-called "bottle" 


bill, LB310, requiring deposits on 
beverage containers, filled by a 3-3 vote 
and was held in committee. LBM3 also 
survived a kill attempt; Big Springs Sen. 
Jack Mills'bill would increase the Ui on 
alcoholic beverages and create a state 
fund to combat alcoholism.. 


Chairman Don Dworak of Columbus 


won committee favor to attach a 1981 
operative date to his LB213, prohibiting 
the sale of pop-top beverage containers. 
The bill then was held. 


Also kept from the senate floor were 


two bills on the Nebraska Political Ac- 
countability and Disclosure Act: 
Milligan Sen. Richard Maresh's LBMO 
would exempt some political sub- 
divisions and Warner's LB210 would 
change disclosure requirements. 


The proposed Public Utilities Informa- 


tion Act, Omaha Sen. Neil Simon's 
LB370, was held for possible submission 
to the executive board with an interim 
study recommendation. 


LB376, to give the State Economic 


Development Department's 40-acre Wild 
West Arena to Lincoln Couty (North 
Platte), survived a kill motion, was 
amended 6 to 0 to keep Game and Parks 
Commission control of an 11-acre buffer 
zone, then held in committee. 


Senators also held without action 


LB426, to eliminate bottle clubs' exemp- 
tion from the occupation tax, and LB386 
to change the liquor laws. A motion to 
kill LB386 failed 4 to 2; five ays votes are 
required. 


Restrictive abortion stance retained 
By Don Walton 


Forces wishing to curtail abortions 


were in command Thursday as -the 
Legislature plunged into that emotional 
issue during its continuing debate over a 
proposed new criminal code. 


Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha was 


defeated in a 10-25 vote when he 
attempted to strike from current law 
legislative language criticizing the U.S. 
Supreme Court's 1973 decision. 


In essence, the court held that abortion 


decisions are to be made by the woman 
involved, thereby removing the state 
from abortion determinations. 


Reacting to that decision, the 


Legislature enacted an abortion statute 
which attempted to make the practice as 
restricted as possible under the new 
mandate. 


Sen. John DeCamp of Neligh won ap- 


proval Thursday to make relatively 
minor changes in the past expression of 
legislative disapproval. 


Pending are further amendments 


which would require an expectant 
mother seeking an abortion to certify in 
writing that she has first been informed 
of available agencies and services to 
assist her if she were to decide to bear 
the child. 


Doctors are mandated by current law 


to provide that information. 
• Other pending amendments would 
require written statements by the expec- 
tant mother certifying parental consulta- 
tion, if she is a minor, and consultation 
with the father prior to abortion. 


DeCamp said the changes are favored 


by right-to-life groups and are designed 
to "attempt to put as many restrictions 
as possible on abortion." 


Sen. Loran Schmit of Bellwood said 


Nebraska has "the most restrictive type 
of abortion legislation that can be 
enacted" under the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruling, and it should retain restrictive 
legislation as a continuing challenge to 
the court's decision. 


The language which Chambers 


attempted to remove from current law 
includes this expression of legislative in- 
tent:".. .it is in the interest of the people of 
the State of Nebraska that every precau- 
tion be taken to insure the protection of 
every viable unborn child being aborted, 
and every precaution be taken to provide 
life-supportive procedures to insure the 
unborn child its continued life after its 
abortion." 


That disturbed Sen. Gerald Koch of 


Ralston, who wondered whether such 


language tends to overrule parental and 
'physician decisions to allow life to end' 
naturally in cases where it may appear 
to be "meaningless." 


Chambers said expressions of 


legislative intent have no force of law, 
but other provisions in the abortion 
statute are unconstitutional. 


The law states "a theory of life which 


is not agreed to-unanimously," he said, 
and places Nebraska law "out of confor- 
mity" with the law of the land. 


Nebraska either ought to secede from 


the union or accept the law, Chambers 
said. 


Sen. Steve Fowler of Lincoln agreed, 


suggesting that the statement of 
legislative disapproval is "political 
rhetoric" which he believes does not 
even express the will of most citizens of 
the state.. 


"This game (of attempting to dodge 


the court decision) ought to stop," 
Fowler said. 


DeCamp said the current law and new 


proposed changes utilizes "every device 
and scheme and method for preserving 
what the pro-life philosophy considers to 
be human life." 


His first proposed alterations in the 


expression of legislative intent were 
accepted, on a 28-1 vote. 


Conflict seen in 'sunshine' law funding 


Secretary of State Allen Beenmun 


Thursday urged the Unicarneral's Ap- 
propriations Committee not to fund toe 
state's new political "shunshine" law 
through bis office as recommended by 
Gov. J. James Exon. 


That could create "a legal, moral and 


ethical conflict of interest" for the 
secretary of state, Beermatm said. 


The secretary of state is a member of 


the newly created Political Accountabili- 
ty and Disclosure Commission, and be 
appoints three more of its eight 
members. 


The independent commission "should 


not be housed in my office or budgeted 
through my office," he told the senators. 
"It should have its own office and its own 
funding." 
Exon has included $120,410 in 


recommended fiscal 1977-78 funding for 
the commission in his proposed budget 
for the secretary of state. 
Beemum said be is "not sure" that 


amount will be sufficient for the new 
watchdog agency. 


In other states with similar laws, he 


said, initial funding has been budgeted at 
$300,000 to $500,000 and .has since in- 
creased, in some cases, to $750,000 or 
even $1 million a year. 


The new watchdog over campaign 


financing, conflict of interest and lob- 
bying disclosure, is likely to be an 
"expensive" proposition, Beemunn 
said. 


Exon's budget includes funding for an 


executive director, a legal counsel, an 
auditor and other staff positions, the 
committee was toW. 


The $120,410 in funding would begin 


July 1, when most elements of the 1976 
disclosure and accountability law take 
effect. 


But an appropriation of between $40,- 


000 and $50,000 may be needed to give life 
to the agency in the fading months of this 
fiscal year if it is to be operative in July, 
legislative fiscal analyst William 
Bntnsen said. 


A bill for 1876-77 funding may be con- 


sidered by the committee. 


The_1976 law replaced a proposed 


"Sunshine Initiative" which Common 
Cause and allied organizations had 
planned to place before the voters 
through a petition drive. 


The current session of the Legislature 


is considering a number of proposals to 
alter that act before it takes full effect 
this summer. 


In other comments at a hearing on his 


agency's $723,000 budget request, Beer- 
mann informed senators that his 
employes "generally support" the com- 
mittee's proposal for state employe 
salaries over the one recommended by 
the governor. 


Using the anniversary date of state 


employment as the point for one in- 
cremental pay bike, as recommended by 
the governor, is "very unfair" to some 
employes, Beermann said. 


The committee's total proposed pay 


hike would affect all employes on the 
same date, July 1, the beginning of the 
new fiscal year.

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Nebraskant are 
better loan risks

Nebraska studen&apparently are able and willing to repay 


the student loans that helped them through college, according to 
officials at three Lincoln college campuses. 


An increasing rate of delinquencies, defaults and bankrupt- 


cies recently has plagued the nation's federal student loan 
programs in other parts of the country. But not in Nebraska. 


In fact, Union College and Nebraska Wesleyan University 


recently have seen an increase in their payment rate with 
National Direct Student Loans. Bankruptcies at the two 
colleges always have been very small in number. 


The University of Nebraska-Lincoln also has a good track 


record with the direct loans, a program where students borrow 
directly from the government at a 3% interest rate and the in- 
stitution is responsible for loan collections. 


With about $1.4 million in direct and student nursing loans 


to 1.650 students over the past 18 years. Union College has had 
only eight bankruptcies totaling $6,370. Two of those bankrupt- 
cies occurred during the past four years, said Dan Duff, direc- 
tor of student finances. 


The college has seen a decrease in the loan delinquency rate 


from 10% four years ago to a current 7.3%, said Duff. A com- 
puterized billing system helped speed-up collections, he said. 


The biggest problem at Nebraska Wesleyan is not bankrupt- 


cies or late payments, but just keeping up with the changing ad- 
dresses of former students working in a mobile society. 


"It's just unbelievable the number of pages of address 


changes 1 take to the computer each month," said Alan Robb, 
bursar at Wesleyan. 


During its 19-year history in the program, UNL has lent 


more than $9.6 million in 10.993 loans. There have been 30 
bankruptcies and 370 people are a year or more delinquent in 
loan payments, said Jack Ritchie, director of scholarships and 
financial aid. 


There has been a small increase in defaults during the past 


few years, but Ritchie attributes that to the economic slump, 
not a decay in moral fiber among former students. 


"A student may get out of school with $2,000 to $3,000 in 


debts and can't find a job," be said. 


The national increase in student loan repayment problems 


has been blamed on the economy, lack of moral responsibility of 
both students and parents, and schools that turn out a glut of 
graduates in overcrowded fields where jobs for beginners are 
nearly nonexistent. 


But Ritchie doesn't believe some of the national reasons fit 


Nebraskans. 


"It gets down to some basic Midwest ethics," said Ritchie. 


"Students here still have the work ethic and are interested in 
repaying debts." 


The Lincoln student loan situation is not without some 


problems, however. There have been more severe collection 
and backruptcy problems with another federal loan program, 
the Guranteed Student Loan Program, when students borrow 
from a lending institution at a floating interest rate now set at 
about 8Vz%. The bank has the collection responsibility, but the 
government guarantees the loans. 


"The students are getting blamed for a lot of things that are 


the fault of federal regulations and the banks," Ritchie 
believes. 


The workload for the banks, which have to send in monthly 


governmental reports, is "ridiculous," he said. After the bank 
tries and fails at collection, it turns the loan over to the Office of 
Education which is understaffed, he added. 


•With all the paperwork and low revenue, banks no longer 


"want to mess with these loans except as public relations for 
old-time customers," said Ritchie, a comment echoed by others 
associated with student loan programs in Lincoln.

Underground water rights murky issue

The State Justice Department said 


Thursday that based on existing Nebraska 
Supreme Court decisions, it can't tell for 
certain whether someone who owns land 
has a proprietary right to use the water 
under it. 


The opinion from the attorney general's 


office was in response to a series of 
questions from Neligh Sen. John DeCamp 
•concerning state water law. 


The thrust of the opinion was (he current 


case law is murky, but that hte 
Legislature has clear constitutional 
authority to regulate use of underground 
water. 


"Generally, the water is not 'owned' as 


one would own a parcel of real estate, but 
a right to use the water may be acquired," 
the opinion said. 


' 'Aside from the murky issue of whether 


current users of ground water have a 
vested property right in that water, the 
Legislature has broad authority to 
regulate the use of ground water," the opi- 
nion said. 


"It is basic tenant of our form of govern- 


ment that the Legislature had plenary 
legislative authority, except as otherwise 
limited by state or federal constitutions." 


The opinion cited a 1933 Nebraska 


Supreme Court decision which held," ... 
the owner of land is entitled to appropriate 
subterraman waters found under his land, 


but he cannot extract and appropriate 
them in excess of a reasonable and 
beneficial use upon the land which be 
owns, especially if such use is injurious to 
others who have substantial rights to the 
waters, and if the natural underground 
supply is insufficient for all owners, each 
is entitled to a reasonable proportion of 
the whole..." 


That decision's reference to "insuf- 


ficient" water supplies may provide a 
basis for state regulations in times of 
shortage, and likewise the Legislature can 
define and regulate what uses are not 
reasonable and beneficial and protect 
water users from injurious use by ground 
water users, the opinion said.

NWU edges Bishop, 
advances in NCAA

Blake Butler, playing the best game, of his 


four-year Nebraska Wesleyan career, boosted 
the Plainsmen with 18 second half points to 
lead NWU to an 84-83 win over Bishop College 
of Dallas Texas in the NCAA Div. UI regional 
game Thursday night at Taylor Gym. 
!. 
Butler, a 6-9 senior center, who has 


averaged eight points in his last five games, 
finished with 26 points, 13 rebounds and gar- 
nered the most-valuable player award for the 
tourney game. 


The win gives Wesleyan, 16-10 overall, a 


berth in the NCAA Div. Ill quarterfinals next 
week at a site to be determined later this week. 


The lead changed hands 30 times in the- 


game,'23 times in the second half, and was tied 
13 times before NWU sophomore Ken Hatfield 
hit a basket with 53 seconds remaining to give 
the Plainsmen an 84-83 lead. 


The Fighting Tigers, now 15-9, missed 


three opportunities to regain the lead in the 
final 30 seconds of the game the last time when 
reserve forward Don Scott missed a jumper 
with one second remaining. 


"That's as good a team game as we've 


ever played," said NWU coach Irv Peterson, 
who notched his 397th win as the bead coach of 
The Plainsmen. "We were able to control the 
tempo and our snooting gave us a better 
defense than we could have expected." 


"Bishop (which averaged 93.2 points per 


game) is a fast-break team and usually they 
release their three guards when the opponents 
shoot, because they are also a strong reboun- 
ding team," said Peterson. "But we kept hit- 
ting the shots when we needed to and kept the 
pressure on them." 


The Plainsmen, behind the 8 for 11 second 


half field goal shooting of Butler, and four for 
four snooting of guard Paul Fox, hit 61 percent 
as a team connecting on 19 of 31 field goals in 
the second half. NWU finished the game with a 


54 per cent mark. 


Butler held Tiger center Leonard Hatcher 


to 10 points and nine rebounds, well below the 
6-7 junior's averages, of 19.6 points and 14.3 
rebounds per game. 


"We were all ready to do the job right," 


said Butler, the only senior on the .team. 
"Harris (junior forward Steve) kept coming up 
with the rebounds and our shooters kept com- 
ing up with the baskets." 


Harris closed with a game-high 15 


rebounds, while teammates Bob Otto and Fox 
tallied 18 and. 12 points respectively. Fox 
counted on six of seven field goal attempts, 
while Otto kept Wesleyan in the game in the 
first half hitting seven straight. 


"We were getting a lot of shots because the 


Bishop guys weren't keeping contact all the 
time like most Nebraska teams do," said 
Butler. "And we had the incentive of choking in 
the big games this year so we wanted to prove 
we're a good team." 


The Plainsmen lost only four games since 


January, two to NAIA District 11 champion 
Hastings, and two to Doane. 


Barry Jones, who scored 20 points and 


Hatcher, who finished with 10, fouled out of the 
game with three minutes left within 30 seconds 
of one another, forcing Bishop coach Ben Lilly 
to make his first substitutions of the game, 
with NWU leading 80-77. 


Arthur Hunter closed with 19 points and 15 


rebounds for the Tigers, while teammates 
Edwin Webb and brother Charlie tallied 18 and 
14 points respectively.

One rated team went down 


and another was forced into 
double overtime to win in first 
round Class D girls state tour- 
nament action Thursday at 
Johnson Gym. 


No. 3 rated Gurley folded un- 


der the pressure from unrated

time to trip unrated Cam- 
bridge, 46-45, in opening day 
competition. 


It was an afternoon where a 


pressing defense made all the 
difference.

The baseball commissioner still voiced deep 


skepticism of Finley's intentions as be ap- 
proved Lindblad's |400,000 sale to the 
Rangers. However, be made it clear that by 
holding up the transaction for nearly two 
weeks be was serving notice to the A's' 
owner as well as all other clubs that he might 
disapprove any such future sales. 


Kuhn canceled Finiey's $3.5 million sale of 


Joe Rudi and Rollie Fingers to Boston and Vida 
Blue to the New York Yankees. This led to 
Finley's multi-million dollar lawsuit against 
the commissioner. 


In a five-page statement, Kuhn said, "I 


arn far from convinced that there is not a plan 
to substantially liquidate the assets of the 
Oakland club. Significantly, Mr. Finley failed 
to deny the very troublesome evidence that he 
has engaged in negotiations in 1976 and 1977 for 
cash sales of the contracts of some of his 
club's finest players... 
"On the other hand, I am satisfied on the 


basis of the evidence developed... that the sale 
of Lindblad's contract to Texas should not be 
disapproved by the Commissioner under the 
Major League Agreement and Rules. 


"Accordingly, I am today approving the 


assignment of Mr. Lindblad's contract and he 
is free to join the Texas club immediately." 


Even in approving Lindblad's sale to the 


Rangers, Kuhn emphasized that the action he 
took before okaying it would serve as notice to 
the Oakland club and every other major league 
club that: 


••3 i wiu noi nesiHw to disapprove such 


assignments if I find they are not in the best in- 
terests of baseball and to take such other ac- 
tion either remedial or punitive as the circum- 
stances may warrant."

Kuhn cited several reasons for approving the 


sale. He pointed to "sworn testimony by Mr. 
Finley denying that he has any such plan or 
purpose (to liquidate the Oakland club's 
assets), recent signings by the Oakland club of 
players on its roster so that it now has almost 
twenty under contract (under the major league 
average), a recent offer by the Oakland club to 
trade a front-line player in return for es- 
tablished major league talent and persuasive 
testimony that the Oakland club did not initiate 
the idea of selling Lindblad's contract to the 
Texas club but rather that the Texas club has 
sought Lindblad for several years." 


Kuhn also pointed out that Lindblad, "while 


an established and respected major league 
relief pitcher, will be 36 years old this August. 
He is hardly in the prime of his career and can- 
not be classified as a star player." 


Finley and Kuhn met in Texas Wednesday to 


hear the Oakland owner's explanation of 
Lindblad's sale and the flamboyant Finley 
predicted that the commissioner would ap- 
prove the sale. 


"I've said before that Mr. Kuhn is off his 


rocker," said Finley, "and I say it again. I've 
said before that he doesn't have the guts to call 
off this deal and I say it again."

(f) Planning Commission review, upon the filing of an application together with all 


maps, data, and information required by this section, the Planning Commission shal!

The Council of the City hereby further finds and determines that on Feb. 21,1977 I 


passed Ordinance No. 11902 to serve as the basic bond ordinance for the issuance o 
revenue bonds for the Electric System of the City. It Is necessary, advisable and 
desirable that the electric system revenue bonds proposed to be Issued as set forth in the 
preceding paragraph be Issued under and secured by said ordinance No. 11902 and as 
supplemented by this ordinance. 


SECTION 2. Definitions. Unless the context shall clearly Indicate some other 


meaning, for all purposes of this ordinance all words and terms used in this ordinance 
which are defined In Ordinance No. 11902 shall have the respective meanings given to 
them in Ordinance No. 11902 (said Ordinance No. 11902 as supplemented from time to 
time being defined in Section 1.1 of Ordinance No. 11902 as the "Ordinance", and as 
amended and supplemented from time to time being accordingly hereinafter referred to 
herein as the "Ordinance"). 


Unless the context shall clearly Indicate some other meaning, the following words 


and terms shall, for all purposes of the Ordinance (Including for all purposes of this or- 
dinance) and for all purposes of any certificate, opinion or other document therein men- 
tioned, have the following meanings, with such definitions to be equally applicable to the 
singular and plural forms of those of such words or terms having more than one number 
and vice versa:

WhitUer student Kyle Baker aiked the Lincoln Board of 


Education to keep his school open "for the sake of in- 
dividualism" during a special public hearing on the school's 
future Thursday night 


"I don't have a lot of statistics to give you," young Baker 


said "I just wantvto tell you how lucky I am to go to a school 
like Whittier. The entire faculty gives you the feeling they care 
about you " 


Baker was one of eight students who testified in behalf of 


the school at the bearing, which was held as a preliminary to a 
board decision on keeping the school at 2240 Vine St open or 
closing it The decision will be made at a special board meeting 
next Tuesday 


The testimony, often quite emotional, came from Whittier 


parents, students, teachers, former students and friends All 
spoke in favor of keeping the school open 


Many addressed what they called the "true issues" behind 


the closing decision 


Former student Jesse Payne, now bead of the Lincoln Ac- 


tion Program, headquartered at the Malone Center several 
blocks from the junior high school, called the decision which the 
board faces "a very painful one " 


"I would like to hear some educational theory, over and 


above the economic figures," that the board has been dis- 
cussing, be said 


"I ask you (the board members, all six of whom were at the 


hearing) to put yourselves in the shoes of a Whittier student 
come next fall, when there is no school in their neighborhood," 
he added 


Parent Frank Spale, a member of the special Whittier task 


force assigned to make a decision about the school's future, 
said, "I'm here to talk about keeping Whittier open, not about 
closing it" 


"I demand that the school board give back the facility and 


the opportunity they took away from us," Spale added He said 
he was referring to the board decision several years ago to let 
the Southeast Community College use part of the building 


"I further demand the resignation of John Prasch 


(superintendent of schools) for letting us down I'm not on the 
clock, so I can say that," he added 


Chns Funk, a former Whittier student teacher said, 


"These people deserve more than a public hearing They should 
have some answers, right here, and now " 


Board President Williamette Shafer explained that the 


hearing procedure was the same followed at all public hearings 
the school board conducts 


"We will only make our decision at an official public 


meeting Every one of us (on the board) is struggling with the 
issues at stake," she said

Omaha (UPI) - U S District Judge Warren K Urbom 


Thursday found a former veterans hospital supervisor in 
Omaha guilty on two of four counts in the sexual assaults of a 
mentally retarded hospital canteen employe 


In closing arguments, Assistant tl S. Atty G Roderick 


Anderson called Nancy Anne Guziec, Omaha, an "easy mark" 
for Howard Taylor when the assaults occurred in a hospital 
elevator and in a storage room on June 28,1975 


Anderson said the case against Taylor was believed to be 


the first of its kind tried in Nebraska's federal court system in- 
volving the rape of a mentally retarded female. 


Taylor was found guilty by a U S District Court jury last 


May 12 on one count of rape and another of having carnal 
knowledge of a mentally retarded female who was not his wife, 
but senior U S District Judge Richard Robinson granted a 
defense motion for a new trial primarily based on the fact there 
was more than one assault 


Last Dec 16, a federal grand jury re-indicted Taylor on two 


counts each of rape and two of having carnal knowledge of a 
mentally retarded female who was not his wife 


Taylor, 43, Omaha, denied the allegations during the first 


trial, and his testimony was stipulated during the procw
